Politics at the Present Time 


By W. E. BORAH, U. S. Senator From Idaho 


Jt may soerii incredible to many, but to me the 


mo'-t \ital probli'in in American politics ut the pieseui 
time IP tlie preservation of the great £iiarant<^s of 
mil liberty found in our Constitution, and 60 long 
Mipposcd to be s-ecure and indispensable. It may seem 
i-till more incredible when the opinion is confidently 
\entured that the-e primiples, the safeguards of our 
libertv. are not so" much in danger from those who 
openly oppose them a1" from those who, professing to 
believe in them, are willling to ignore them when 
found inconvenient to their purposes. 


One of the most rommon traits of the political pharisee—the man 


who is always professing gr^at devotion to the Constitution and always 
betraving it or disregarding it—is that of constantly expressing the fear 
that the people may have their muidb poisoned by false doctrines; hence 
the necessity of censoring the pre**, and circumscribing public meetings 
and arbitrarily punishing men for expressing "dangerous" views. 


As a matter of fact, there is no one more difficult to lead astray and 


no one in whose keeping the true principles of free government are so safe 
as the a\erage citizen. Those v\ho do not behe\e that the people are capa- 
ble oi' choosing as their representatives men of courage and wisdom, who 
do not believe that they are iitted to select and appro\e the wisest and mofct 
efficient laws and institutions which the npe«t intellects of the time can 
give and will do so, and v\ho do not believe in the, freest discussion among 
the people, do not in fad believe in popular government—they ha\e mis- 
taken the sickly forebodings of the uninformed for the larger outlines of 
a great faith. 


The •whole puper-trmturo of American institutions rests upon the 


principle", of constitutional morality. 
Let us respect our laws and the 


provisions of our Constitution as they are made and as they exist from 
time to time. It is our right and it is a privilege which no free people 
will e\er surrender to change the Constitution, to modify it, to rewrite it. 
But as it exihts at any particular time, obedience Io it and respect for its 
provisions and terms constitute true devotion to the American republic. 


Community Should Give Its Children 


No Less Than Its Best Care 


By JUDGE VICTOR P. ARNOLD, Chicago Juvenile Court 


The Juvenile court is the branch of the state government which exer- 


cises the state's authority in determining that no child shall be denied 
proper parental care or guardianship. 
There is no fixed standard by 


which to judge just •what proper care is. The standard advances as the 
community's interest and intelligence grows. 


It will be seen that of necessity the standard \\hich the court uses as 


a guide is a minimum standard. 
Below that minimum standard the care 


given to a child must not fall. We can not as a community rest satisfied 
with minimum standards. 


If our American ideals of life are to endure, it will be through nur- 


ture of these ideals in the youth. All constructive forces of the state and 
nation must v\oik together to this end, beginning with the home—the 
foundation of our society, and continuing through the school, the church, 
the playground and the varied activities of the community which are 
aimed to develop the youth. Mis.« Lalhrop of the federal children's bureau 
has well expressed an ideal in the words: 
''What the wisest and best 


parent wants for his own child that must the community want for all its 
children.*'

THE FAMILY FOOD. 


Among the national legislative measures in which the American Auto- 


mobile association is interested is what is known as the federal motoring 
reciprocity bills.

At present all states do not grant yearly reciprocity to the othei states, 


itid in many visiting motorists are limited to a 15-day touring; others 
jive 30 days, some 60 days, while Maryland does not permit a District of 
Columbia motorist to enter that stale without a Maryland license, thus 
anposing an unfair restriction on legal residents of the United States. 
A.lso some states have burdensome and annoying registration regulations. 
Fhe District of Columbia, paiticularly, has a new regulation requiring vis- 
iting motorists to register with the Washington police if the \isit extends 
wer three days.

A half cupful of orange or 
pineapple juice may be added to the 
above mixture and glace oranges may 
be used for a garnish. 


Banana Cream. 


Scald one pint of milk, add two well- 


beaten eggs, two ctipfuls of sugar and, 
when cooked until smooth, one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Add one pint of 
cream and partly freeze, then stir in 
one pint of banana pulp, the juice of 
two oranges and one-half of a lemon. 
Serve in glasses garnished with ba- 
nana bulls dipped in lemon juice and 
rolled in powdered sugar. 


Melon Lillet. 


Cut small melons in halves after 


scrubbing them well. 
Remove the 


seeds and cut them into pointed petals 
ten or a dozen. Arrange on a plate 
and serve a small ball of vanilla ice 
cream in the center of encli. A melon 
leaf or a small leaf from a squash or 
pumpkin vine will make nti appropri- 
ate dolley. A Bailee of canton ginger 
svrup or a dusting with cocoa may be 
used over the cream if -Jo-sired. 


Frozen Fig Pudding. 


Wash one pound of llg.s and lot soak 


wer night, add one cupful of si'prnr «»nd 
•lamer until the Iks are very tender, 


then cool nnd cut into small pieces. 
Place one quart of rich milk in a dou- 
ble boiler, add two well-beaten eggs 
and cook until smooth, Stirling con- 
stantly, add the juice and .rind of a 
lemon. Cool, add tigs and one pint of 
heavy cream and freeze as usual. Use 
one pint of water over the figs and 
cook until tender in the same water, 
adding the lemon juice and rind to the 
figs if desired.

Finish freezing. 


Cucumber and Pimento Salad.—Para 


a chilled cucumber and cut into match- 
like pieces, icemove the pimentoes 
from the can, rinse in cold water and 
cut into strips like the cucumbers. Dae 
equal measures of each. Dress each 
separately with French dressing with 
a IHtle scraped onion added. Arrange 
In a salad bowl and serve with fish. 


Peppers a la Creole. —Take three 


large green peppers,, three medium- 
sized tomatoes, six small slices of ba- 
con, one teaspoonful of chopped onion. 
one cupful of cooked rice, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, a few dashes of pep- 
per and three-foourths of a cupful of 
water. Cut the peppers in halves, re- 
move the seeds. 
Remove the sLIua 


and cores of the tomatoes and cut into 
tine pieces. Try out the bacon which 
has been finely minced and brown the 
onions in the fat.

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WILL STRAIGHTEN CUKVES 


The dangerous "reverse curve" at 


Harttnan's mill, 2 miles southwest of 
Abbottstown on the Hanover 'pike, 
will likely be done away with next 
summer and the road carried over 
this point in a straight line, according 
to a Jetter from the State Highway 
Department to T. F. Chrostwaite, sec- 
retary of the Hanover Good Roads As- 
sociation. Mr. Chrostwaite took up 
the matter of the dangerous curve 
•with highway officials early in the 
summer. Two weeks ago an engineer 
•was sent to make a report on the mat- 
ter, and the letter received by Mr. 
Chrostwaite tells of the engineer's 
findings. Because of excessive costs 
and lateness of the season nothing 
•will be done this fall, but work will 
probably begin in the spring. The 
cost of straightening the road was not 
mentioned in the letter. In addition 
to the reverse curve a dwelling house 
almost juts into the right of way at 
that point. The mill race parallels 
the pike and a steep bank drops to the 
water's edge from in front of the 
dwelling. Several accidents have oc- 
curred at this point within the last 
few years.

Women's Warner hospital auxiliary, 
resigned because of the quitting of 
nine members of the executive com- 
mittee. The general public has not 
been given any statement regarding 
the situation at the hospital which 
resulted in the recent resignation of 
the superintendent and which was 
followed by resignation of officers and 
the 
auxiliary executive committee 


members. However, the "Compiler" 
says: "The reason for the action of 
the officials of the Woman's Auxiliary 
is stated clearly and courageously 
and with no uncertain meaning. The 
Auxiliary has1, been devoted to the 
promotion of the welfare of the hos- 
pital and considered its welfare im- 
periled by conditions resulting from 
the actions of one or two physicians, 
members of the staff. The only class 
of citizens making money out of the 
running of the hospital have been a 
few physicians. The officers of the 
board ha.ve given their services liber- 
ally and without any return. Their 
work had no other objective than the 
welfare of the community and the 
power of management had been plao- 
ed in the hands of these public spirit- 
ed business men forming the board, 
while those making money from their 
work had no place on the board of 
management.

1IKKOKS- BODIES ARRIVE HOME 
The bodies of two more Hanover he- 


roes, who died ia defense of their 
country in France during the World 
>Var. arrived there Saturday evening 
from Hoboken, N. J., where they had 
been received several weeks earlier, 
after being disinterred in France. 
They were Corp. Raymond A. Lowe, of 
Co. I, 61st Inf., and Elvin C. Miller, top 
sergeant of Co. F, 316th Inf. 
Corp. 


Lowe was killed in action as he was 
going over the top November 5. 1918, 
just six days before the armistice was 
signed. A piece of shrapnel from a 
German "33", the shell of which broke 
directly over him. pierced his helmet, 
killing him instantly. He had only 
returned from a hospital about a week 
before his death, after suffering an 
attack of pleurisy. He was buried 
near Dun-Sur-Meuse. Corporal Lowe 
|was the Son of Mr. and Mrs. Alfred 
Lowe, Hanover, who survive him with 
his wife, who was Miss Theresa Craw- 
Jord, and a daughter, Mildred. He is 
also survived by six sisters and one 
brother, including Mrs. Frank Smith, 
Irishtown; Mrs. Robert C. Grove, of 
Hanover, and Miss Mary Lowe, at 
home. The body was interred Tues- 
day afternoon in Mt. Olivet cemetery. 


Top Sergeant Miller was the eldest 


son of Mr. and Mrs. Isaac C. Miller, 
residing on the former John F. Rohr- 
baugh farm, near New Baltimore. He 
was killed while in action, and by a 
strange coincidence, also on November 
5, 1918. He had. become lost from his 
detachment, with two comrades, in 
the American offensive in the Argonne 
forest. Death came to him and his 
comrades in arms, on the opposite 
side of the Meuse river as they were 
returning to their detachment, after 
having crawled through the dense un- 
dergrowth on hands and knees to a 
narrow path leading toward the Am- 
erican lines. A man in a German ma- 
chine gun nest, well concealed, who 
discovered them, killed all three, it is 
supposed. Before 
going 
to Camp 


Meade which he entered on October 
6, 1917, he was a teacher in the pub- 
lic schools of New Baltimore, where 
he taught but one month. Prior to 
that he had taught at Green Springs 
for three years. He is survived by his 
parents, 4 sisters and 3 brothers. The 
funeral will be held from the parents' 
home Sunday afternoon, with services 
and interment at Bair meeting house. 


The body of Private Paul H. Utz, 


who died in France, arrived in Hano- 
ver Monday evening, being the third 
to come home in two days. He was a 
member of Co. F, 304th En^., in which 
many local boys enrolled.

The Juvenile court is the branch of the state government whicli exer- 
cises the st^ite's authority in determining that no child shall be denied 
proper parental care or guardianship. 
There is no fixed standard by 
which to judge just what proper care is. 
The standard advances as the 


community's interest and intelligence grows. 


It will bo seen that of necessity the standard uliich the court uses as 
A guide is a minimum standard. 
Below that minimujn standard the care 
given to a child must not fall. 
We can not as a community rest satisfied 


•vpith minimum standards. 


If our American ideals of life arc to endure, it will bo through nur- 
ture of those ideals in the youth. 
All constructive forces of the state and 
nation must work together to this end, beginning with the home--the 
foundation of our society, and contiuuing through the school, the church, 
the playground and the varied activities of the community which are 
aimed to develop the youth. 
:Miss Lathrop of the federal children's bureau 
has well expressed an ideal in the words: 
'*What the wisest and best 
parent wants for his own child that must the community want for all its 


children."

auxiliary 
exe^utive 
committee 
members.

"The reason for the action of 
the ofllcials of the Woman's Auxiliary 
is stated clearly 
and 
courageously 
and with no uncertain meaning. 
The 
Auxilifiry ha^ been devoted to the 
promotion of the welfare of the hos- 
pital and considered its welfare im- 
periled by conditions resulting from 
the actions of one or two physicians, 
members of the staff. The only class 
of citizens making money out of the 
running of the hospital have been a 
few physicians. 
The oHlcers of the 
board have given their services liber- 
ally and without any return. 
Their 
work had no other objective than the 
welfare of the community and 
the 
power of management had been plao- 
ed in the hands of these public spirit- 
ed business men forming the board, 
while those making money from their 
work had no place on the board of 
management. 
Notwithstanding 
these 
plans 
the 
minority 
of 
physicians 
sought and did have their way. 
And 
the. Woman's 
Auxiliary have given 
their answer, that they were working 
unselfishly for the welfare of the'hos- 
pital hand in hand with the adminis- 
tration of Dr. Singmaster, from a pub- 
lic-spirited. community welfare point 
of view, and that they did not pro- 
pose to work for a few who sought 
to have their way regardless of the 
friends of the hospital."

The bodies of two more Hanover he- 
roes, \vho died iu defense of their 
country in France during the World 
War. arrived there Saturday evening 
from Hoboken. N. J., whore thoy had 
boen rereived several weeks earlier, 
after 
beinK 
disinterred in France. 
Thoy were Corp. Raymond A. Lowe, of 
To. I. Gist Inf., and Elvin C. Miller, top 
sergeant of Co. F. 316th Inf. 
Corp. 
Lowe was killed in action as he was 
Roing over the top November 5, 1918, 
just six days before the armistice was 
signed. A piece of shrapnel from a 
German "33". the shell of which broke 
directly over him, pierced his helmet, 
killing him instantly. He had 
only 
returned from a hospital about a week 
Jjefore his death, after suffering an 
attack of pleurisy. He was buried 
near Dun-Sur-Meuso. 
Corporal Lowe 
\vas the son of Mr, and Mrs. Alfred 
ïjowe, Hanover, who survive him with 
his wife, who was Miss Theresa Craw- 
,ford. and a daughter, Mildred. 
He is 
also survived by six sisters and one 
brother, including Mrs. Frank Smith. 
Irishtown; Mrs. Robert C. Grove, of 
Hanover, and Miss 
Mary 
Lowe, at 
home. 
The body was interred Tues- 
day afternoon in Mt. Olivet cemetery. 


Top Sergeant Miller was the eldest 
son of "Mr. and Mrs. Isaac C. Miller, 
residing on the former John F. Rohr- 
baugh farm, near New Baltimore. He 
was killed while in action, and by a 
strange coincidence, also on November 
5. 191S, 
He had become lost from his 
detachmentv with two comrades, in 
the American offensive in the Argonne 
forest. 
Death came to him and his 
comrades in arms, on the opposite 
side of the Meuse river as they were 
returning to their detachment, after 
having crawled through the dense un- 
dergrowth on hands and knees to a 
parrow path leading toward the Am- 
erican lines. 
A man in a German ma- 
chine gun nest, well concealed, who 
discovered them, killed all three, it is 
supposée}. 
Before 
going 
to Camp 
Meade which he entered on October 
6, 1917. he was a teacher in the pub- 
lic schools of New Baltimore, where, 
he taught but one month. 
Prior to 
that he had taught at Green Springs 
for three years. 
He is survived by his 
parents, 4 sisters and 3 brothers. The 
funeral will be held from the parents^ 
home Sunday afternoon, with services 
and interment at Bair meeting house. 


The body of Private Paul H. Utz. 
who died in Fraaice. arrived in Hano- 
ver Monday evening, being the third 
to come home in two days.
